In response to the Office Action dated 10/31/2007, applicant respectfully traverses 
the Examiner's restriction requirement. 

Claims 108-123 all depend directly or indirectly from independent claim 106. 
Under MPEP §806.05(d) where sub-combinations as disclosed and claimed are both (a) a 
species under a claim genus and (b) related, then the question of restriction must be 
determined by both the practice applicable to election of species and the practice 
applicable to related inventions.
